It w ould ill become me to try to re­ 
peat th e w ords of this venerable seer, 
b u t he show ed th a t intem perance w as 
on individual sin, w hile w a r w as a 
national evil.

Lincoln, Neb., April 3.— “ It 13 a g e t­ 
tin g to g e th e r of th e agg ressiv e ele­ 
m en ts of th e party in active prelim ­ 
in ary w ork for th e g rea t b attle of 
1908,” is th e w ay W illiam Jen n in g s 
B ryan explained his re cen t activ ity in 
con nection w ith the recent re o rg a n iza­ 
tion of the D em ocratic party. 
Mr. 
B ryan has retu rn ed from Des Moines, 
and it w as w ith p articu lar referen ce 
to the m eeting held th ere S aturd ay , at 
w hich he m ade the political address, 
th a t he spoke. 
Mr. B ryan explained 
th a t th e Des Moines m eeting, like th e 
one held at Topeka. Kan., late in F e b ­ 
ruary , w as to fu rth e r a m o vem en t for 
th e org an izatio n of D em ocratic clubs, 
and th e re b y place th e m ach in ery of 
th e p a rty in the h an d s of th o se who 
m ean t it well. 
In Iowa, he said, th e 
sam e plan had been adopted as in 
K ansas, w ith both of w hich he w as in 
h e a rty sym pathy. 
“ R eo rganization,” said Mr. B ryan, 
“ is h ard ly the prop er w ay to ex press 
it, b ec au se the p arty does no t need 
reorg anization . 
T h ere is no factional 
division calling for such m o vem ent, 
bu t the m ov em en t is to get hack to 
th e people, to put the radical and pro­ 
gre ssiv e clem en t in 
m ore com plete 
control, th a t th ere m ay be united, h a r ­ 
m onious effort for th e cam paign of 
1908. 
T he purpose is to begin at th e 
bottom . Jetting th e ran k and file have 
a voice in th e national convention by 
w riting th e platform at hom e tor the 
n ational convention to ratify." 
Mr. B ryan said he w as not try in g to 
head a faction o r to ch ang a th e o rg a n ­ 
ization fu rth e r th an th at he w an ts the 
pro gressiv e men of the p arty to take 
th e lead. 
T he co nserv atives, he said, 
had dom inated th e last national con­ 
vention and th e party had m et with 
defeat. 
H e believed th e ra n k and file 
of th e vo ters w as for progression, and 
radicalism is need be.

Holden, the inspector in the United 
States postal service, attached to the 
Philadelphia inspection division, who 
admitted Saturday that 
the Storey 
Cotton company, most of whose offi­ 
cers are fugitives from Justice, ad­ 
vanced $l,10v to bim as a loan for a 
few days, has sent his resignation to 
Washington. 
Holden declares that he 
received th*1 money and paid it back 
a few days later without any under­ 
standing or agreement with the Storey 
Cotton company that he was to pro­ 
tect the concern against investigation 
by the postoffice department. He how­ 
ever admitted that in accepting the 
loan from that concern, he was indis­ 
creet, and thought it best, in view of 
the revelations in the case, to send 
his resignation .a the postal authori­ 
ties at Washington. 
A record of the loan was found j 
while Assistant United States District ' 
Attorneys Stewart and Swartley of 
this city were making an examination I 
of the books of the defunct concern for j 
the purpose of getting further evi* j 
dence against Stanley Francis, who is 
under arrest charged with being an 
officer of the Storey concern. 
Holden ; 
was present when the discovery was j 
made. 
When the entry was shown to Hol­ 
den he was greatly surprised to find 
that it had been entered on the books. 
His explanation at the time was that 
it was a personal loan. 
The matter was immediately re­ 
ported to W. W. Dickson, inspector in 
charge of the local division, who in 
turn communicated the facts to the 
chief inspector at Washington. By di­ 
rection of Postmaster General Cortel- 
you. Inspector .Mayer of the New york 
division has been sent here and is 
making an investigation of Holden’s 
connection with the Storey Cotton 
company. 
He declines to discuss the 
case in an;* way, 
Holden says that it was a personal 
loan from F. Ewart Storey, and he be­ 
lieves that the item was placed on the 
books to do him injury. Since the loan 
was made, he says, he has sent three 
separate*ruports to Washington recom­ 
mending that fraud orders be Issued 
against the Storey concern. 
The Philadelphia Record today says 
that Inspector Holden declares that 
Harrison J. Barrett, formerly of the 
department of justice. Washington, 
and nephew of the late James Tyner, 
who was involved in 
th*' postoffice 
scandals, was the attorney for the 
Storey Cotton company while he was 
actually connected with the depart­ 
ment of justice. 
Asked if it was true, 
as Holden contends, that Barrett was 
responsible for the failure of the post­ 
office department to issue a fraud or­ 
der against the Storey company and I 
that he was their lawyer, IT. S. Assist­ 
ant District Attorney Stewart said: 
"I can only say the investigation into 
the Storey affairs and the discovery of 
certain papers seems to partially bear 
out that contention. 
I know what he 
got.”
